LOCAL charities will miss 
out on hundreds of pounds 
this summer after the 
cancellation of Haverhill 
Round Table’s 10-5-1 Fun Run. 

Race organiser Phil Parrot said 
the run, which has been an annual 
event for the past eight years, had 
been called off after a mix-up over 
race permits. 

The event, planned for Sunday, July 27, 
normally attracts at least 300 runners for 
the 10km Suffolk Championship road race 
which is organised alongside the fun run. 

Mr Parrott said: “We are disappointed 
but there is nothing we can do about it. 
We have been desperately trying to sort 
the permits out, but due to a change in 
legislation we did not apply soon enough. 
You used to be able to apply six to eight 
weeks before the event, but now it is six 
months and nobody told us. 

“We will try to do something, perhaps a 
5k run in September, and we will 
definitely be doing 10k again next year.” 

The Round Table has organised 10k and 
5k runs as well as a lk fun walk for the 
past eight years and estimated last year 
that more than £10,000 had been raised for 
worthy causes in the Haverhill area. 

Haverhill Town Council’s Big Bash will 
still go ahead as planned from 10am to 
5pm on the recreation ground on July 27, 
with charity stalls from local organ¬ 
isations, a car boot sale, music from 
Haverhill Silver Band and live theatre. 

Mr Parrott said Round Table members 
would still be raising money for charity 
on the day, selling parking spaces at the 
back of Gurteens and offering car washes 
at the same time.

The relieved airmen, who landed 
their Chinook helicopter safely on the 
village playing field, even asked 
villagers where they were. 

Pat Taylor captured the incident on 
film, including the perturbed RAF 
personnel studying a road map. 

Pat said: “I heard this terrific noise 
and thought ‘It is going to crash’. I ran 
out and they did a controlled landing. 

“These three gorgeous young men 
emerged and I asked if they wanted to 
use my toilet. They said no, but I was 
amused when they came out with a 
road map and asked ‘can you tell us 
where we are?’ 

“They said a bird had hit their 
engine, which is apparently quite 
common when they fly below 50 feet. 

“A second Chinook landed nearby to 
check their engine and, as no damaged 
had occurred, they both took off again. 

“I think they were on a training 
exercise and it certainly caused some 
excitement in the village.” 

The incident happened at Stoke by 
Clare on Monday and is not the first 
time an aircraft has landed on this 
particular field. More than 60 years ago 
the famous aviator Amy Johnson (the 
first woman to fly solo from England to 
Australia in May 1930) landed her plane 
at the same spot when visiting her close 
friends Lord and Lady Locke, who lived 
at the house nearby, now Stoke College.

Drinker banned from 
pubs after assault 


A DRINKER has been 
banned from all pubs and 
clubs in Haverhill after 
slapping a barman who 
refused to serve him.

Practice environmental awareness from home 


NOW is a great time to 
get out in the garden and 
enjoy the sunshine and it 
is also a perfect time to 
take up home com¬ 
posting. 

There are hundreds of 
excellent reasons for 
composting at home, but many 
people are simply unaware that 
this is one of the easiest ways 
they can help the environment 
in their own daily life. 

Each year two wheelbarrow 
loads of organic waste are 
produced for every person in 
England. That’s enough 
organic waste annually to fill 
the Royal Albert Hall more 
than 400 times over. This waste 
can be recycled in to nutrient- 
rich compost for use for all 
manner of plants in gardens up 
and down the country 

It is not just garden 
trimmings that can be 
composted. A staggering third 
of a household’s waste can be 
composted at home and that 
can make a huge difference to 
the amount of waste which is 
sent to landfill sites each year. 
When organic waste is sent to 
landfill it gets buried under 
other waste and decomposes 
without oxygen, producing the 
powerful greenhouse gas, 
methane. However, when the 
same waste is composted at 
home it breaks down with 


oxygen and no methane is 
emitted By composting at home 
you also cut down on the 
amount of energy used 
annually on transporting 
domestic waste to landfill sites 
all over the country and get free 
fertilser for use on plants and 
gardens. 

All you need to start 
composting at home is a 
compost bin - discounted bins 
are available from 
www.recyclenow. com/compost 
Just input your postcode to see 
which compost bins are 
available in your area. Once 
you’ve purchased a bin you 
need to site it somewhere easily 
accessible in the garden, 
preferably directly on the earth 
so worms can find their way 
into the bin. 

Filling up the bin is simple. 
Many people who already home 
compost are unaware of the 
variety of items that can be 
recycled by home composting. 
Uncooked fruit and vegetable 
peelings from the kitchen can 
go straight in to the compost 
bin, as well as dead flowers and 
plant prunings. 

In order to create a balanced 
compost, you need to ensure 
that you mix these ‘greens’ 
with equal amounts of fibrous 
‘browns’ like scrunched up 
cereal boxes, insides of toilet 
rolls or shredded paper. The 
perfect mix of green and brown 


items create an environment 
where microbes can break 
down the mix of organic waste 
naturally into a rich dark 
compost for use on plants and 
gardens. Other items you might 
not have thought you could 
compost include: 

■ Egg shells; 

■ Tea bags; 

■ Coffee grounds; 

■ Dog hair; 

■ Hamster bedding 

■ The contents of your vacuum 
cleaner. 

If you want to cut down on 
the number of trips you make 
to the bin, it would be worth 
getting a composting caddy for 
your home. You can use the 
caddy to store up biodegradable 
household waste such as 
vegetable peelings but you need 
only empty it into your 
compost bin when it is 
convenient. You can buy 
compost caddies from many 
retailers and the Recycle Now 
website, or alternatively you 
can just use an old ice cream 
tub. 

Home compost is a product 
that will help your garden and 
the environment as a whole - 
putting valuable nutrients back 
into the soil and helping 
gardens to look healthier and 
more beautiful. For further tips

THE FIRST food bank in 
Suffolk is being set up in 
Haverhill and has already 
received a boost by being 
adopted by Cllr Robert 
Cockle, the Mayor of St 
Edmunsbury, as one of 
his nominated charities. 
Cllr Cockle handed over a 
cheque for £250 to Henry 
Wilson, community 
project manager for the 
food bank, and said any 
profits raised during his 
year of office would be 
divided between that and 
his three other nominated 
charities. 

He thanked Haverhill 
borough councillor Anne 
Gower, who nominated 
the charity, for telling him 
about it. 

Cllr Cockle said: “Hope¬ 
fully, by the end of the 


year we shall have a few 
more shillings. I wish you 
all the best, you are doing 
a good job.” 

Cllr Les Ager, Haverhill 
Town Mayor, also attend¬ 
ed and said: “I wish them 
well with it, it is obviously 
a very good project.” 
Haverhill Food Bank is a 
community project 
supported by Haverhill 
and District Churches 
Together. 

The aim of the food bank 
is to provide a safety net 
for the people of Haverhill 
and surrounding villages 
in times of crisis. 

The food bank concept is 
a simple one: the team 
will collect and store non- 
perishable food donated 
by members of the public 
at sites like supermarkets, 


churches, schools or 
charities and other 
groups. People who re¬ 
ceive these food boxes 
will have been assessed 
by care service profess¬ 
ionals such as health 
visitors, probation officers 
or pastoral workers. 

Mr Wilson said: “This is 
fantastic news for us and 
for the people of Haver¬ 
hill. Start up costs are a 
bit daunting and the 
support of the mayor will 
make a real difference to 
our success. It will also 
help us to raise our 
profile. 

“it is our experience that 
unexpected events, like 
benefit delays or cuts, 
relationship breakdown, 
bereavement, or redun¬ 
dancy can put people 


into temporary financial 
crisis. When that occurs it 
can take a while before 
the official support net¬ 
works take effect and in 
the meantime there is 
little by way of practical 
support available. The 
food bank will step into 
that situation and provide 
free emergency food until 
alternative support is 
received. 

“At present we are setting 
up the project and aim to 
start collecting the food in 
September to tie in with 
Harvest Festivals. The 
boxes will then be avail¬ 
able for distribution 
shortly afterwards.”

A TEACHER who ad¬ 
mitted downloading a 
huge cache of child porn 
from the internet has 
avoided being jailed. 

Alastair Robson, 43, 
appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court to be sen¬ 
tenced after pleading 
guilty to 12 specimen 
charges of possession of 
indecent images of 
children. 

The court heard how 
Robson, until the time of 
his arrest a sixth form 
teacher, had developed an 
addiction to pornographic 
pictures of boys aged 
between 13 and 15 years. 

Robert Sadd, pros¬ 
ecuting, said that after 
Robson admitted to a 
mental health worker 
what was on his home 
computer, police were 
informed and he was 
arrested. 

Checks revealed that 
Robson, formerly of 
Railway Terrace, Keding¬ 
ton, and now living in a 
caravan because of his 
financial situation, had 
amassed a total of 2,828 
still images and 123 
movies, some of boys as 
young as eight and more 
than 290 categorised as 
being of the most serious 
nature. 


Mitigating, John 
Hunter said that Robson 
suffered from depression, 
adjustment disorder and 
suicidal tendencies. 

He said: “He is a man of 
hitherto good character, 
who as a result of these 
proceedings has lost 
everything including his 
friends. 

He has expressed 
considerable remorse, 
shame and regret for what 
he had done.” 

Robson had a 17-year 
career in teaching but as a 
result of the case lost his 
job and any chance of 
teaching again. He had 
never overstepped the 
mark with any of his 
students. 

Judge John Devaux told 
Robson that while he 
clearly suffered from 
problems, the offences 
involved were very 
serious, but taking into 
account all the circum¬ 
stances, he imposed a 26- 
week jail term, suspended 
for two years. 

Robson is to remain 
under probation service 
supervision for two years 
and was banned indef¬ 
initely from working with 
children.

Jobs threat as firm plans 
to move production abroad

MORE than 60 people are set to 
lose their jobs when the last 
major toothbrush factory in 
Britain closes. 

Workers at the Wisdom toothbrush 
factory in Colne Valley Road, Haverhill, 
have been warned that their jobs are at 
risk if plans to move production 
abroad go ahead. 

The company has been making 
toothbrushes in Haverhill since the end 
of the Second World War and is the 
only major brand which still has a 
manufacturing base in this country 

Wisdom is Britain’s largest tooth¬ 
brush manufacturer and exports all 
over the world. 

Last year around 30 jobs were cut at 
the factory. 

Now the owners of Wisdom, 
Norwegian-based Jordan Group, has 
announced its intention to move prod¬ 
uction to the Far East next year. 

But the company will maintain a 
research and product development 
team at Haverhill where around 30 
people will continue to work. 

A company spokesman said: 
“Although the proposal to close the 
UK’s last remaining significant 
toothbrush factory is a disappoint¬ 
ment, the intention of the proposal is 
to enable the group to utilise further its 
expertise in toothbrush development, 
while also benefiting from more 
competitive product cost.” 

Consultations with unions and the 
workers involved have started.

Divining the old-time 
country cabin sound 


WHEN Seattle singer- 
songwriter Laura Veirs 
announced her latest tour 
of England on her website 
she charmingly referred to 
the UK as “the old world”. 
It’s this fascination with the history 
of her surroundings which also 
recently drew her to the Deep 
South of America to channel the 
spirits of her musical inspirations. 
After sneaking songs by The 
Carter Family, Mississippi John 
Hurt and Elizabeth Cotton into her 
live sets for the past decade she 
finally got around to recording a 
handful of them for her self- 
released tour EP Two Beers Veirs. 
“I first heard these songs almost 
10 years ago when I was studying 
with this teacher in Seattle who 


helped me learn about country 
blues and old-time songs,” she 
says. 

“Elizabeth Cotton is amazing, 
she’s an American folk legend but 
so many people don’t even know 
she existed. 

“I didn’t come from the South and 
there are real differences between 
northern and southern people but 
I play them from the heart bec¬ 
ause I feel connected to them.” 

It wasn’t the first time she had 
made a musical connection with 
old time legends The Carter 
Family. Country music fans will 
know June Carter married and 
performed alongside Johnny 
Cash and the couple recorded 
most of their later work together 
in a wooden cabin in Tennessee. 
When she was putting together 


her last album Saltbreakers, 
Laura’s Nashville-born boyfriend 
and producer Tucker Martine - 
who counts June and Johnny’s 
son John Carter Cash among his 
friends - arranged for her to 
record the track To The Country 
in the cabin. 

“It felt almost mystical being in 
their space,” she says.

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Honda saloon strikes Accord

■ THE NEW HONDA ACCORD ... strong design language has gone further upmarket. 


SOMEBODY did a survey 
recently which revealed that 
the vast majority of us 
cannot programme our DVD 
players. 

So when I sat in the new Accord 
and faced the array of technology 
it now provides, I wondered if 
Honda had not taken a step too far. 

Its aim is to raise the Accord to 
status car level, benchmarking it 
against such potential rivals as the 
BMW 3 Series. The list of main 
competitors gives the clue as to the 
way Honda is thinking. It includes 
such cars as Audi A4, Lexus IS and 
of course the BMW 3 Series. 

The quality is there. And the 
pricing takes it into the status car 
level, starting at £19,260 on the road 
for the entry level ES Saloon and 
running up to £24,560 for the GT 
level Tourer. 

Much of what appears on the car 
depends on whether you have 
chosen the Advanced Navigation 
Pack or the ADAS pack which con¬ 
cerns itself with safety, including 
getting you and the car ready for a 
crash if it thinks one is coming. 

So it was with interest that I 
went out with one of Honda’s

technical people to see how the car 
would pick up the white lines on 
either side of your lane, and 
prepare itself for a crash. 

It was unable to find the white 
lines apparently because it was 
raining, and it ignored the wall of 
foam rubber blocks ahead of us, 
presumably because it wasn’t in 
the mood. If it had found the white 
lines it would have given us an 
audible warning if we were 
drifting towards them. 

But if we forget all this playstuff 
from clever Japanese engineers 
who, I think, are largely doing 
things simply because they can, 
the new Accord comes across as a 
very desirable car. It handles 
brilliantly and has a deep quality 
feel to all the controls. I know the 
wipers work well because it poured 
with rain all the time I was driving 
it in Scotland and the car is 


capable of cornering reassuringly 
in the wet road conditions. 

The interior is roomy and 
plushily comfortable. There is the 
sort of space at the rear that 
upmarket people expect for their 
legs. And if you are in a mood to 
listen to your iPod, or talk hands 
free on the phone or play with 
gadgetry then the Accord is for 
you. A Tourer (or estate car) 
version is due out later in the year. 


I have seen a specimen of it and if 
the present Accord just isn’t roomy 
enough then it will certainly be 
worth waiting for.

LARRY Billings is looking 
to install a more local feel 
to his newly-assembled 
Haverhill Rovers squad 
ahead of his first foray in 
the Ridgeons League, 
Premier Division. 

The new boss succeeded 
caretaker manager and 
long-time captain Marcus Hunt, 
who had been filling in since 
Steve Taylor quit as Rovers 
manager in February, before 


leaving to join British Gas 
Business Southern League, 
Midland Division AFC Sudbury 

Billings went on a recruitment 
drive in the town by putting out 
adverts and was pleased to see it 
had worked when 35 players 
turned out for the first 
pre-season training session. 

The manager said: “We lost 
some good players early on with 
the likes of Marcus Hunt and Paul 
Shaw leaving, but we have to come 
to terms with that and move on. 


“We want to bring local 
players back to the club and 
build a team up, but I was 
pleasantly surprised with the 
amount of local lads that came 
to training.
